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SERVICES FOR CHAPTER USE 


SUGGESTIONS FOR OPENING DEVOTIONS 
OF A CHAPTER IN THE CHANCEL 


It is suggested that opening and closing devotions be 
conducted in the chancel of church or chapel where 
convenient. The LEADER should be the director or a 
member appointed by him. Other members may well be 
asked to take part, each using a prayer assigned to him 
by the Leader in advance. The service should be planned 
as carefully as the rest of the meeting and changed from 
time to time. Choose prayers from the Prayerbook, from 
this book, or from other sources, or to fit special needs, 
composed by the rector or a chapter member. 


The Brotherhood Hymn (see inside back cover)

576. 


The leader shall say (all standing): 


Leader: Even as our Lord and Master Jesus 
Christ suffered death upon the cross that all who 
come after Him should have light, we here dedi- 
cate ourselves anew to the objective of the Broth- 
erhood, the spread of Christ’s Kingdom among 
men, especially young men. We achieve this ob- 
jective through power from God. 


Members here repeat together the Rule of Prayer:

The Rule of Service is to make continuous efforts, week 
by week, to bring men and boys nearer to Christ through 
His Church. 


Leader: Do we recognize our obligation faith- 
fully to keep our two-fold rule of daily prayer and 
weekly service for the spread of Christ's Kingdom 
among men?

Leader: Our help is in the name of the Lord. 
Answer: Who hath made heaven and earth. 
Leader: Blessed be the name of the Lord. 
Answer: From this time forth for evermore.

In addition to the following, the closing service should 
by all means include definite intercessions for the persons 
and projects discussed in the meeting such as (1) the 
persons on whom the members are working (they may 
be designated by name or initials), (2) a member with 
a special problem, (3) subjects assigned to committees 
for work or planning and (4) parish or diocesan projects 
coming up especially those in which the Brotherhood 
has a part, such as the confirmation class. If printed 
prayers are not available use extempore prayer. A good 
plan is for several or all the men present to take part 
audibly, each being given a subject.

SERVICE OF REDEDICATION 


Many chapters each year on or about St. Andrew’s Day, 
attend a regular church service and in a body pee 
their fidelity to the objective and rules of the Brotherhood 
and rededicate themselves to the work of iheir parish 
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chapter. The following order of service is suggested for 
this purpose. 


If this order is used at Morning Prayer it is suggested 
that it come immediately after the offertory. If it is used 
at the Holy Communion it might be used after the offer- 
tory or immediately after the conclusion of the service. 
In any event the rector or minister in charge will de- 
termine the place in the service where it is to be used.

THE CANDLE CEREMONY IN THE CHANCEL 


Various chapters of the Brotherhood have devised cere- 
monies which are of help in making their service of de- 
votion more v.tal. The Candle Ceremony which origi- 
natcd in the D.ocese of Michigan is so closely related 
symbolcally woth phases of Brotherhood work that it is 
here viven in detail. 


Following your opening devotions, have your candle 
ceremony in accordance with the plan set forth, remem- 
boring that Christ is the Light of the World, and that 
Leht thronel vou is to be carried to others through 
prayer and service. The leader should follow some such 
plan as this: 

With the two-branch candlestick (representing St. An- 
drew's Cross and the two principles on which any ef- 
fective work for Christ is based) on the altar in front of 
him, the leader and the members of the chapter should 
rise. One mnember should be stationed at the electric 
switch, and when the leader says the words “death 
upon the cross” in the following ritual, the light should 
be extinguished. The leader then proceeds in accordance 
with the instructions in the ritual below. 


The Ritual 


Even as our Lord and Master Jesus Christ suffered death 
upon the cross that all who come after Him should have 
light, we here dedicate ourselves anew to the objective 
of the Brotherhood, the spread of Christ’s Kingdom 
among men, especially young men. We achieve this ob- 
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jective through power from God; we therefore light the 
candle of Prayer. (Here light the first candlestick. ) 


Members here repeat together the Rule of Prayer: 


The Rule of Prayer is to pray daily for the spread of 
Christ’s Kingdom among men, especially young men, 
and for God’s blessing upon the labors of the Brother- 
hood. 


Leader: To be worthy of this power we must share it 
with others; therefore we light the candle of Service. 
(Here light the second candlestick. ) 


Members here repeat together the Rule of Service: 


The Rule of Service is to make continuous efforts, week 
by week, to bring men and boys nearer to Christ through 
His Church. 


Leader; Let there be a minute of silent prayer, that we 
may seek God’s blessing and help in carrying out these 
tules and achieving this objective. 


After Silent Prayer— 


Leader: The Lord be with you. 

Members: And with thy spirit. 

Leader: Let us pray. 

All together repeat the Collect for St. Andrew’s Day:

If this service is to be used for the institution of Assembly 
officers, it is suggested that it be conducted by the Bishop 
of the diocese, if he is present, assisted by the rector of 
the parish or mission at which the Annual Meeting of the 
Assembly is held. In the absence of the Bishop, it is 
suggested that the Chaplain of the Assembly officiate. 


If this service is to be used for the institution of Chapter 
officers, it should be conducted by the Rector of the parish 
or the Priest-in-charge.
